Grand Orange Domonstration, 


TO MAJOR MACKENZIE 


M. P.O. M 
On Friday Evening, Sept. 10th, a grand 
Orange Demonstration took place in the 
Victoria Hall, in honor of Major Mackenzie 
Bowell, M, P.for North Hastings, Canada, 
and Grand Master of Ontario East. The 
name of Major Bowell is held in the highest 
esteem by the Orangemen of Canada; and 
the noble part he took in upholding the 
the cause of Orangelsm, on the occasion of 
the visit of the Prince of Wales to Canada, 
willlong be remembered by the members 
of the Institution throughout the whole 
empire with the liveliest satistnction and 
deepest gratitude, Although the brethren 
had but w few day's notice of the demonstra 
tion, the hall was crowded to ite utmost 
capacity long before the commencement of 
the proceedings, The brethren generally 
} wore the insignia of the Order, and exhi- 
bited the greatest enthusiasm, Tho hall 
| was decorated with a largé number of ban. 
ners of the Institution, which gave a mag~ 
nificent and imposing appearance to the 
scene, The Covservative Band was in at 
tendance, uod at intervals ducing the even- 
ing diseoursed a number of Orange and 
Protestant tunes. About eight o'clock, 
Major Mackenzie Bowell, accompanied by 
Bro, William Johnston, M. P., G. M. of 
Belfast, entered the hall, when the Band 
struck up, “See! the Conquering Hero 
comes,” the brethren rising and cheering 
yociferously. The reception was truely en- 
thusisstic, und evinced the fraternal feeling 
which exists among the members of the 
Order bere towards the brethren in differ- 
ent parte of the Empire, 


Witt Jomnston, Esq., M. P., G. M., 
then took the chair, and called upon Br. 
Rev. John Crossley, Deputy Grand Obap- 
Juin, to open the meeting with prayer. 

The Caraman, who, on rising, was 
received with loud cheers and Kentish fire 
—the band playing “The Protestant Boys,” 
said—Brother Orangemen, we are met here 
to-night on a peculiarly pleasant errand— 
to welcome to our Ulster shores a distin- 
guished brother from the Dominion of 
Canada, (Applause.) Many a one has 
yone from this town to that flourishing and 
prosperous portion of the British Empire, 
and been welcomed by his brother Orange- 
mun, assisted on his way, meeting with a 
traternal greeting, und in every Wa aided 
to establish himeelf in that new aad prom 
ising land. (Hear, hear.) Some of you 
are well aware of the names of those who 
have gone from Belfast to Canada, and 
some of you are perfectly familiar with the 
names of those brethren who, on many 
occasions, have welcomed our Belfast 
brethren—(great applause)—and our 
brethren from Ulster; but among those 
brethren in Canada, who baye aided and 
cordially welcomed brethren from Trelaad, 
none holdsa more distinguished position 
than Brother Mackenzie Bowell, the Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Ontano 
Bast. (Loud cheers.) Brother Bowell is 
well known, and has been well Koown by 
reputation, fornine years at least, to the 
Orangemen of Belfast, of Ulster, aud of 
Ireland, (Hear, hear.) It is uot forgotton 
how in the year 1860 tho Prince of Wales 
visited Canada, und how he was received 
and permitted to be welcomed by proces 
elons of Roman Catholies in one portion 
of the province. while his responsible ad 
viser—since dead—the Duke of Newcastle 
{groans)—would not allow him to Jook 

n pon the Orange emblems which we hold 
so dear, und to go under those Orange 
arciies bearing upon their centre the offigy 
of William of glorious and immortal 
memory. There were many men in those 
lunds, descendants of the heroes of Derry 
and the Boyne, who cherished as they 
would baive cherished their hearts’ blood 
those mennentoes of the olden times and 
the olden Land, and they were determined 
that the example set by Derry should not 
be lost on Canada; and so Kingston and 
Belleville resolutely refused to furl the 
honored Orange flag or lower the Orange 
ensign betoreEng!and’sPrince,(Loud cheers) 
From Kingston to Belleville the Prince 
came, At Belleville the Orange hosts were 
turned out to meet him, and, foremost 
amongst those Orange hosts, was my hon- 
oured brother who sits on my right to-night. 
(Loud cheers and Kentish fire.) A descrip- 
tion of the proceedings was published at 
the time. Ir has been in my possession 
ever since, I have had it for eight years, 
and I have carefully studied 1t; and, when 
our brother came to Ballykilbeg, the other 
day, I knew right well where to lay my 
hands upon it, T will now read you one or 
two extracts, The report says: “Hastings 
is, to a great extent, an Orange county, 
Brother Mackenzie Bowell is member for | 
North Hastings. (Applause,) There aro 
fn it one county, seven districts, and forty 
private lodges, the members of which are 
chiefly professional gentlemen and yeoman. 

ry. The county is intersected by the beat 
roads of the province, #0 that, on this great 
day, the town of Belleville was filled to 
repletion with well-to do yeomanry of Hast 

ings, their wives and children, and the men 
of Prince Edward, by crossing over the 
water,urrived in time to join the proceasion 
with their brethren.’ ‘The despatches of 
that morping will show usin what spirit 
the proceedings began. That you may avo 
of whut stuff he is made, we haye printed 

here the telegrams that passed upoo that 
occasion, I shall not trouble you with 

moro thun one or two—"George McDowell, 
Picton,to MackenzieBowell—Are you going 
to take down your colours, ax reported.” 
“Mackenzie Bowell to George McDowell, 
Picton—No, never.” (Loud cheers.) You

Brother BowELL, on coming forward, 
was received with the greutest entausiasm, 
the entire audience rising to their feet and 
waving liats and orange hankerchiets, He 
said—Mr. Chairman and brother Orange 
men of Belfast, I can scarcely make myself 
believe that I am entitled—in fact I know 
that I am not entitled personally—to the 
warm reception which you have given to 
me this evening. I can easily understand 
that, as the representative of a very large 
portion of the Orangemen of Canada—the 
central portiot of Cauada, in which I re- 
sede—that you should welcome them in 
my person. As such I accept it, aod noth 
ing will give me greater pleasure than to 
be the recipient on their bebulf of your 
fraternal feelings and good-will; and I 
aysure you that when I return to Canada, 
if it pleases God to grant me a safe voyage 
across the Atlantic, it will afford me great 
pleasure to explain and to extend to them 
the welcome which you send, through me, 
tothem, (Cheers) The address which 
has been presented to mie is certainly of the 
most flattering character ; and if has been 
my govd fortune. as an Orangemen, to ex- 
tend the right hand of fellowship, and to 
open my house to those who have come 
from the “Old Sod” to seek a bome in a 
new country, I have only been doing that 
which apy brother 1s bound to do to another 
brother, whether be bein need or seeking 
advice, (Cheers.) Jf it should be my lot 
to meet uny of you herayfter—and I assure

(bear, hear)—or the political influence of 
those who at certain periods in the 
history of the world required ascend- 
ency—if you only come amongst us we'll 
find a home for you, where I think you can 
at least obtain a4 good'a home and position 
ag you occupy in this country. (Cheers).— 
If there is ope thing of which I ‘feel more 
proud than another, 1 18 the remark made 
by our wortby brother Reid, and the name 
ig not strange to me; for [ assure you that 
in the riding that I bave the honor ot 
representing there are a great humber of 
Orangemen of the same name, who have 
always been as true as stecl when their 
services are required, (Cheers.) Brother 
Reid has stated that the working men of 
Belfast are ready so turn out and welcome 
one whom they think at least has done 
somo little service for the cause of Orange 
ism. Now, iv Canndat may say that we 
are all working men, and there is not a 
position that a working man cannot aspire 
to through his own industry and dotermi~ 
nation, (Cheers) I am, Sir, a working 
man myself, and I extend the pique hand 
of fellowship and the warmest affection to 
every man, no matter what may be his 
noaition ia society, bis wealth or poverty, 
f he is an Orangeman. (Tremendous 
cheering.) Unless = an Orangeman 
who has been admitted within 
the portals of an Orange lodge entertains 
and carries out those principles, bo is un- 
worthy of the name or colors that he wonra, 
(Hoar, hear.) Your noxt reference, Wor- 
shipfal Sir, is to the action of the Grand 
Lodge, over which I have the honor to 
preside, in reference to your election.

Why, cer- 
tain parties who chose to rise and fall with 
the tide crept into the Order; and as soon 
as those people who had formerly con- 
demned Orangeism and the principles con 
nected with it—after they had passed a 
Secret Socities Bill, which prevénted an 
Orangemen from holding the lowest and 
meanest office connected with the Govern~ 
ment of the country, and after ‘they had 
passed the Party Processions Act—these 
men to whom I have referred commenced 
to sow and spread the seeds of dissatisfac- 
tion, and for # number of years the Institu 
tion there lost its influence through their 
Jmenns, You are now in much the same 
ip ee in this country, You are acquir- 
ng influence and position, and, now that 
you have got that ivftuence, you'll find 
such men secking admission into your 
Institutions, Guard well the portals of 
your door before you admit such men, 
(Hear, hear.)

Mr. Boweru.— Don't tuke it for granted, 
because aman holds a better position in 
society, or may have a little more money 
than yourself, that his principles are one 
whit better than yours, Quite the con- 
trary.

Not that 
there was anything inthe silk out of which 
the flags were manutactured, or the device 
which represented our great deliverer upon 
them; but we said that that flag, that 
emblem of ourcivil and religious liberty, 
ia what we intend to muintain, and in that 
colour the principle js represented that 
we'll never surrender. (Loud clicers.) As 


well might any one suppose that if you 
were asked to burn that holy book, the 
Bible, you would have any particular ob— 
jection to throw the paper into the fire. It 
is not the paper which you revere and es- 
teem, but it 1s the Word of God printed on 
that paper which you revere, and which 
you would surrender your lives any moment 
to maintain. (Loud cheers.) It is upon 
‘the same principle thar we love the Orange 
flag, that represents our civil and religious 
liberty, os estab ished for us at the Boyne 
und the walls of Derry, and by our ances: 
tors who fought and bled for us. That 
principle being represented in that colour, 
we ure willing to follow the footsteps of 
our forefathers, (Cheers.) The result was 
us stated by our worthy Grand Master, that 
the Duke of Newcastle refused to aliow 
the Prince to land, . There was no class of 
people in the whole Dominion of Canada 
who regretted the circumstance more than 
the Orangemen did, (Loud |applause.) 
There was no class of people grieved more 
at the position his Royal Highness had 


been placed to through hia advisers; but 
they suid, “Better ten times over that the 
Prince never should set foot on) Canndian 
soil than that he should do so at the sacri- 
fice of & principle,’ (Cheers,) We said 
to his Grace the Duke of Newcastle, “You 
have received nddresses from | the Romish 
dignitaries at Montrenl, where the French 
element predominates, and where the prin 
cipal portion of the inhabitants are Roman 
Catholics, and why would you refuse to ro- 
ceive an address from those who are sworn 
and are prepared to detend the Crown "

mon. We say to them, “ You are entitled 
to enjoy your religious. liberties and free- 
dom inthis country as well a8 ourselves, 
and todo What you please #0 long as you 
don't interfere with us; but, mark you, we 
claim the same right on the 12th of July.” 
(Cheers,) Let me say, we not only ask that 
right and claim that right, but we have 
upon every 12th of July exercised that 
right, no matter what the law was. (Loud 
Cheers.) Although’ as good subjects we 
are bound to obey the law, we nover could 
understand the right or justice of allowing 
one soction of the community to march at

been liberated and sent forth to enjoy the 
freedom of freemen, that our brethren will 
refuse to go to the front again? It they 
do the contrary, it will only be following 
the example of the Protestants of this coun- 
try, who, notwithstanding the fact that 
they were persecuted for the last twenty 
years, when their services were required for 
the British Empire, were always prepare: 
to turn out with their muskets on tLvir 
shoulders in defence of the Throne and 
Constitution. I have often been amazed at 
the loyal determination of the Protestants 
of this country to maintain British connec- 
tion, Considering the persecutions that 
Protestants have undergone, is it not to be 
one that they should have such fealty 
to the Throne and Constitution? And yet 
T believe it is a true principle,and I believe 
you have acted properly and correctly ; and 
I repeat that the determination to continue 
in that course will ultimately succeed, 
You will be respected as your position and 
influence deserve. 1 trust, Worshipful Sir, 
haying referred to the different topics in 
yournddress, it will not be considered 
presumption in me to refer to ope or two 
mutters in connection with your own coun- 
try. There are matters which I consider of 
vital importance to the cause of Protestant- 
ism—one is he disestablishment of the 
[rish Church, We have no such Estab 
lishment in our country. That has been 
swept away some time ogo, and I am not 
going to arghe the propriety, or impropriety 
of that step on the part of the Imperial 
Legislature. I believe that that persecution 
—tor such I may term it—of the Protestant 
Church of this country will be toits benefit 
-- for this reason, that the more you at- 
tempt to persecute a body or system the 
more it will succeed; because you bind 
men together more Closely, and with a firm 
determination to maintain its principles in 
their purity. While we in Canada may 
fot bave the same sympathy in the sever- 
ance of the Church from the State, we do 
sympathise with you, because we look 
upon that acton the part of the Imperial 
Parliament as a concession to that which 
we believe to be wrong, and because we

Provincial Exhibition. 
Lonpon, Sept. 22nd, 1869. 
London the little las put on its beat garb 
to welcome the distinguished visitors which 
this day haye honored the city with ther 
presence, and to welcome the thousands 
which this week will gather from all por- 
tions of Canada to witness the achievements 
which science and art and agriculture have 
made within the lact year, It is only by 
comparing one year's productions with 
another, that wecan form an idea of the 
progress made, and only those who from 
year to year attend these exhibitions are 
capable of comprehending the rapid strides 
which a people are making in agricultural 
manufactures, and all that constitutes a 
country’s greatness and wealth. I hayenot 
yet madea thorough examination of the 
show, but from what I have seen and heard, 
am prepared to say that it is equal in most 
respects, and in many surpasses any former 


every man who loves his country more than 
peace or power must deeply deplore, 

Sir Francia Hincks,however, bas yet to be 
elected, He willexpenence some trouble 
in finding a constituency in Ontano. He 
might possibly fad one in Quebec or in 
New Brunswick orin Noya Scotia, but 
even should he be fortunate in getting into 
Parliament, the difficulties of his situation 
will only have commenced, Wo mistake 
very much the temper and spirit. of the 
present House of Commons, if they would 
permit such a combination to exist fora 
day. 

So far we have only scen one journal in 
Ontario which is willing to accept Sir 
Francis Hincks, and that isthe Toronto 
Leader, The leading papers, Conservative 
and Reform, haye condemned the appoint: 
ment inno measured terms. The Hauilton 
Spectator, which speaks for the western 
Conservatives, takes similar grouncls to our 
selves, In an able article upon “ Cabinet 
Changes” in its issue of Friday last, the 
Spectator says :—

that the public men in Canada to-day are so

Notin the history of Provincial Fairs 
hus there been such an excellent display of 
vegetables and fruit, Such a variety of 
‘potatoes, of new kinds, such mammoth 
cabbage, squash, turnips and other fleld 
roots, was never before seen at any of our 
Exhibitions; and such a display of apples, 
pears, plums, tomatoes, &c., has not before 
been witnessed in Canada, 

The exhibition of grain is ahead of last 
year ; the display of Agricultural Imple- 
ments is larger and better than ever before 
scen, and in fact, the same may be said of 
nearly every other department, But as I

Cheese as an Article of Food. 
It has been a frequent matter of remark 
by those who have travelled extensively in 
apricultural districts, that at the farmers’ 
tubles to which they have sat down, they 
have rarely found that article of food which 
as tho chief product of the farm,they would 
naturally expect to fiad. This was not so 
formerly, When cheese was manufactured 
ut home, and sold at a less price than now, 
hardly a farmer's table was devoid of this 
nutritious édible, It is only since the gen- 
eral introduction of the factory system,that 
“® change has been observable. We presume 
that this change can be traced to the influ- 
ence produced by the remoyal of the cheese 
from the immediate care of the farmer, and 
the obtaining of a higher price forit. The 
first cause has led him to look less upon it 
as a domestic production for the supplying 
of his own wants first, and the wants of the 
public afterwards; and the second cause 
has led him to look upon it—through a 
vision of greenbacks—as a luxury in which 
he cannot afford to indulge, Now we can- 
not help regarding this as all wrong. Be~ 
cause the labor of making is transferred to 
other hands, or because a higher price is 
obtuined now than formerly, is no good 
reason for banishing from the table one 


of the most nutritious and health- 
ful articles of food, Instead of 
being unable to afford to keep 


cheese upon the table there is everything 
to prove that he cannot afford to do with. 


outit. As compared with other articles 
of food containing similar nutritive proper- 
ties, it is at once the moat valuable and the 
cheapest ofthem all. As bas been abund- 
antly shown in many late articles upon the 
subject, in those nutritive qualities which 
are best adapted to givestrength to muscles 
and sinews, it is unexcelled, It would 
seom that fact would be sufficient to give 
it a prominent place among articles of daily

Sim.—In my last communication I gave,you 
my ideas as to what subjects ought to be 
taught to the children attending the Com- 
mon Schools, [shall now proceed to examine 
the scarcely lessimportant question, “ How 
can they beat be taught these things ?” To 
attain a satisfactory go)ution of this problem 
itis advisable first to enquire, how far the 
Common Schools, as at present conducted, 
are adapted for the purpose for which they 
were established ; asin the answer to this 
question will be founda guide tothe direc- 
tion any efforts to improve the School sys- 
tem, a8 adminiatured in Belleville, must take, 
In pursuing this investigation, I do not 
mean to enter upon a discussion as to the 
comparative merits of the various methods 
proposed for communicating instruction, or 
aa they are commonly called, educational 
systems ; still less do Fintend to lay down 
apy maximsor rules for the observance of 
the teachora or their pupils, The system in 
use, pamely, that inculcated in the Normal 
School, and exemplified in the Model School 
of the Province, if not the most perfect that 
human ingenuity can devise, is yet of high, 
and proved efficiency ; and I have much 
pleasure in testifying, that, tothe best of my 
knowledge, the teachers in the Belleville 
Common Séhools administer this system 
earnestly, conscientiously, and kindly, to the 
best of their ability, and with a degree of 
success, which does them much credit, not- 
withstanding the manifest disadvantages 
under which they labour, from the very 
deficient accommodation provided for them 
It is then the relation between the public on 
the one hand, and the teachers and their 
pupils on the other, that I mean to discuss. 

‘’he modern system of school education is 
not calculated—nor is it intended—so much 
to educate individual pupils to a high pitch, 
as to enable the teacher to communicate a 
certain amount of instruction to a large 
number of pupils at the same time. In order 
to effect this end, it is necessary that the 
learners should be divided into classes, in 
which all those who are pursuing the same 
branch of study are massed together, and 
taught simultaneously, ‘To make the teach- 
ing effective, the attention of neither the 
teacher nor the pupils should be diverted 
from the work in hand, by any extraneous 
influence whatever ; but the whole energies 
of thelr minds ought to bé concentrated 
upon the subject of the lesson. 

Now, I would ask, how is it possible for that 

to be done in a case where ateacher, male 5 
female, has to manage 80 or 100 children of 
different ages, sexes. and degrees of advance: 
ment in a single room? He (or she) has per- 
haps three reading classes; at least as many 
arithmetic classes ; a grammar class ; geogra- 
phy class; a writing class, and perhaps a few 


of all these fucts, thatit should be so little 
used by the American farmers, is certainly 
a matter of surprise. We understand that 
the American Dairymen’s Association, ap- 
preciating the importance of the subject. 
and with a view to induce farmers, and the 
public generally, to a like manner of think- 
ing, propose to offer a prize of one hundred 
dollars for the best cssay on the subject 
of ‘cheese as an article of food,” the suc- 
cessful essay to be presented at the next 
meeting of the association, and published 
for general circulation, Their purpose is a 
commenduble one, and if carried out, will 
certainly be accompanied by good results, 
When once conceived that as compared 
with other articles of food containing 
similiar nutritive qualities, it is one of the 
cheapest and most nutritious of edi- 
bles, those who abstain from clieese because 
of its price, will hesitate no longer about 
using it. If farmers were to enter ab once 
upon as liberal a consumption of cheese as 
its merits as an article of food demand, its 
market price would be as sensibly affected 
as by adrouthin England. It is nothiog 
extravagant to say that at least twenty-five 
thousand cheese per month could be and 
ought to be usetin this way, in addition 
to the number now used, We say to 
farmers then, eat more cheese. Do not be 
content with carrying home from the fac- 
tory at long intervals, portions of a cheese 
which has been rendered in some way un- 
saleable, but club together and keep your 
tables supplied with as good an article as 
your factory supplies. It will pay.

Now I would put it to any one who has 
taught in the Common Schools, or to any, one 
who remembers his own school days,whether 
this is not a true picture of the every day ex 
perlence of school life, and whether, under 
such circumstances, the children attending 
the Common Schools can possibly receive the 
benefit they ought to derive from the large 
amount of money annually expended on the 
Common Schools of the towo—and I think 
the answer will be « hearty and uohesitat- 
ing “No. 

How then can this state of things be beat 
remudivd ? Lanswer, by reducing the Ward 
Schools to what they ought to be under the 
present system, viz; preparatory schools, 
under teachers of lower pretensions, and att 
smaller salaries, and by erecting in a central 
part of the town acentral achool, into which 
the pupils might be drafted from the Ward 
Schools ag soon as they should have acquired 
a certaindegres of proficiency in the rudi- 
mentary studios. Such # school must neces: 
sarily be furnished with the means and 
appliances which wre requisite for the carry: 
{ng out of the system In ite full efficiency,— 
Class rooms in sufficlont numbers and of 
commodious dimensions must be provided 
and furnished with galleries, tables, and such 
other requisites as are needed to made tho 
course of instruction effectual, Above all a 
full and officiont ataff of qualified instructors 
must be employed, and tho details of the 
establishment #0 arranged that tho several 
duties of the teachers shall not interfere with 
each other, 

This proposal will, no doubt, bo met by a 
certain class, as it has heen met bofore, with 
tho ory of extravagance, but it will be easy 
to show, not only that the inoreased benefit 
to the community will amply repay and 
thoroughly justify oven a largely Increased 
expenditure ; but when the alteration which 
must otherwise bo made in the existing 
achool housos (sspoctally if as may bo expect: 
od m compulaory Iaw shall largoly incroase 
tho attondance) aod the necessity of oreoting 
a now school house for Baldwin Ward aro 
tnken into account, it will be onsy to show 
that the outlay will not bo augmonted, but 
on tho contrary will be considerably curtailed 
by the adoption of the contral system. In 
corroboration of tis view I may polot out 
that this system bas been futroduced in many 
of tho cltlos nnd towns of the Province, and 
that wherever it haa been adopted it has 
given complote antiafaction, both as to the 
niliclenoy of the teaching and the veanomy of 
ita adminiatration,

Dean Sin,=It ia now something like five 
weeks since my last epistlo was penned ; I 
tald’you then of the grand reception 6x~ 
tended in this old Atlantic city to our Goy- 
ernor General Sir John Young, alluding to 
tlie fact that some of our people retused to 
take part in the proceedings, Since that 
time Ris Royal Highness Prince Arthur,bas 
phid us his promised visit, His reception

Notes of ‘Travel, 


To the Baitor of the Intelligencer. 


Michigan City is usually supposed to be 
situated in the State of Michigan, but it is 
really in the State of Indiana, and it is the 
principal port of the very small piece of 
coast belonging to it. At first sight, one 
would imagine it to bea few houses dumped 
down on & sand hill, butif you explore you 
find a prosperous town of upwards of 
1,000 people, with good public buildings 
and comfortable residences, Congress has 
just granted some sixty thousand dollars 
towards deepening and improving the 
harbour, and when completed, it will be 
one of the best on Lake Michigan, By 
the bye, Mr. Editor, since Congress makes 
such grants, why cannot our Dominion 
Government, which is analogous to the 
Federal Government, make up a grant for 
our harbour? A beginning was made last 
session of Parliament, and if the division 
is fairly made, no harm can result from it. 
The Churches of Michigan City are very 
good, andthe best of them ts "St, Johannes 
Kirche,” (Lutheran), and the Catholics are 
building one almost as fine, The soil is 
wholly composed of loose, shifting sand, 
which is piled up in huge hills around the 
harbour. The private residences are quite 
comfortable, though not so substantial as 
they would be in a Canadian town of the 
same size, I noted as a curious fact that 
there was only one Lawyer in the place, 
and only three physicians and one dental 
surgeon, After loafing round a while left 
for Chicago, some 54 miles distant, which 
T reached by a “ lightning train,’ 10 one 
hour and 20 minutes, 

Of Chicago I can say but little, as I 


moved South along the Illinois Central’ 


Railway. The aspect of the country is 
very different from anything we have in 
Canada, vast expanses of land stretch away 
tothe very horizon, and there is no trace 
of indigenous trees, The fences are all of 
boards, and many of the fieldsare of im- 
mense size, and some of the farms are from 
ten thousand to thirty thousand acres — 
‘The farm houses are almost all small and 
mean looking, in a hundred miles I only 
noted one that would pass muster in Can- 
ada, and that one was in connection with 
a Nursery. Quite a number of villages are 
along the road, but though I passed many 
of larger size, I saw nothing that would 
compare with Madoc or Trenton, TI had, 
of course, some little interest in noting the 
number and standing of men in my own 
profession, and I was surprised at what T 
saw. In one place of perhaps 5,000 inhab- 
itants there are no less than seventeen phy- 
sicians, and in one hamlet of 800 souls 
there were five. TI liad had a long conver-- 
sation with one of them, who told me that 
‘it wasa healthy country,” but ina few 
minutes afterwards he told me that a bottle 
of Quinine lasted him just two days. [ 
felt justified in tuking his first statement at 
alarge discount. He had spent many years 
in the west, and though he was a tall and 
good-looking man,malaria and his favourite 
Quinine had done their worst for him, I 
meditated on the change that a few years’ 
residence in our favoured land would work 
in his fever-amitten frame, and I thought 
that there must surely be some good in a 
country that enabled me to present such a 
striking contrast to him. Besides all this, 
(list ye Doctors of medicine with all your 
ours), it doesn’t pay, for he told me that for 
many months ata time, he did'nt collect 
enough to pay for the Quinine he used. Io 
fact, all through my tour, I took most 
careful stock of the physicians,and, endeay- 
oring to be as impartial as possible, I have 
no hesitation in saying that their average 
is vastly inferior to that of the physicians 
of Canada, Practically there is free trade 
in medicine, and though I have free trade 
views on commercial questions,I ama rigid 
protectionist on medical questions. Avy 
body and everybody rushes into medicine, 
and its practitioncrs are but little thought 
of as aconsequence, A physician who may 
be little thought of with us, would be a 
veritable prophet amongst such men as 
were many I saw. Some of the better class= 
of physicians lamented the low condition of 
tho profession, but they felt sure that noth- 
ing could be done to help it. Some of them 
spoke of legislative interlerence, but I told 
them that it was difficult to make men 
respectable by Act of Parliamentjand urged 
thom to apply themaclyes to study—hard 
unremitting study—as the best means of 
professional eleyation, 

I my noxt I shall endeayor to sketch

Hall brings, a8 amongat tho resulta of his 
five yoara’ residence In the Arctic regions, 
tho moat intercsting intelligence in regard 
to the death of Sir Jolin Franklin and his 
companions, and conclusive proof that none 
of thom over reached Montreal Tiland, He 
saw natives who were tho last to look upon 
Crozier and his party, The Doctor also 
bringa with him the remaing of a young 
man who belonged to that ill fated band of 
oxplorora, and also various relica of the 
oxplorationa, Hu has prepared a report 
nddressed to hiafriend, Mr, Henry Grinnoll 
of New York, which will soon be given to 
the public througn the press Dr, Hall ie 
by no means tired of exploration, and pro 
poses next spring to start anow, aod push 
his journeying to the North Pole, He re- 
ford hia experience of the Inwt ten yeara 
aw invaluable to him as preparation” and 
aid jn the future. To the report alluded to 
ho saya ;—*Whorever I found that Sir 
Franiclin’s companions had died, 1 er 
monuments, fired salutes, and waved the 
Stor Spanglod Banner over them in memory 
of tho discoverors ot the North» Weat pas 
ange."

He says the 
ship was stove and the crew took to their 
boats and went ashore, where their proyis- 
ions were exhausted and they died from 
starvation, The ice and snow prevented 
Dr, Hall from making full explorations, Hw 
will return next summer and still further 
prosecute the search. The Ansil Gibbs will 
arrive at New Bedford in a day or two,’

Wheat.—Finish the preparation f° the 
land for wheat, and sow as_@fed by run- 
month as possible. Seleg*a fan mill; soak 
ning it repeated|y Wer night, and roll it in 
it In strong }y"drainéd. If the ground is 
lime nfdrill in the grain, One season 
Often pays for a drill. If not able to sow 
the went this month we profer to leave it 
for spring sowing, In this Cxse give the 
Invd an extra ploughing and harrowing 
just before it freezea up, and sow in the 
spring a8 soon as the harrow can be got in 
two inches deep, 

Rye.—Sow an acre or two after the 
wheat isin, the Inst of the month or in 
October, This grain, though it does not 
demand go good soil as wheat, is grateful 
for good culture, and is very remunerative, 
especially if the grain be constimed in the 
family. It is often desirable for long 
straw, if tor nothing else. Hence always 
aim to sow at loast sufficient rye for your 
own use, 

Grass.—Sow alone on well prepared 
lund, using plenty of seed, Clover may 
be sowed now or in the spring, the latter 
period being preferred usually. Grass seed 
may be sown, of course, with wheat jor 
rye, but on well prepared land we prefer 
using it alone and in the spring. The 
grain detracts from its growth, and on all 
small patches it is much better to sow grass 
seed by itself, On land subject to heaving 
by frost a few oats may be sown as a 
mulch and winter protection, ‘The land 
should be prepared with care, top-dressed 
with fine compost, guano, bone-dust, fish 
manure, or other similar fine fertilizer, 
thoroughly barrowed in, and a liberal va- 
riety of seeds should be used, 

Grass land.—Do not feed off the after- 
math before it is well grown, so that there 
will still remain as a winter protection to 
the roots a considerable portion trodden 
down, etc,, which will not bo eaten. Ia 
mowing late in the season, cut clover in 
blossom, but give time for a good third 
growth to start, or top dress liberally. 

Meadows and pastures.—If pasturage is 
short, do not feed down the aftermath, be- 
fore it is well grown,at any rate; if possible, 
rely upon green crops, sowed corn in par- 
ticular. Top dressing of pasture grounds 
prove the best at this season, 

Fodder,—If it will be necessary to pur- 
chase fodder, do so in early autumn. Many 
farmers are glad to sell séraw at threshing

give itaway. If wheat is cut as it should 
be when the stalk degind to turn yellow at 
both top and bottom, the straw will be 
relished by stock all winter equally with 
the best hay, Corn Stalks may often be 
bought yery low, and if well cured, are 
worth nearly as much as good hay--thut is 
ifcut up, soaked, and properly prepared 
for feeding, 

Wheat and Rye may be sown this month 
for early feed in spring. Sow both crops 
at the same time; the rye will be cut first, 
then the wheat,and this should be followed 
by late sowed rye, etc, 

Root Crops,—Beets, Mangels, Rutabagas 
and Carrots, are making their beat growth 
this month, and should be thoroughly lear 
of weeds, and the ground between the rows 
kept open. Thin out with an unsparing 
hand, using the thinnings for cow fodder. 

Digging Ge farmers still 
continue the custom of planting potatoes 
ip bills instead of drills, thereby greatly 
increasing the labor of digging them,-- 
When plantedin drills they are readily 
thrown out by the plow. Only every other 
row should be plowed out the first time, 
and after these are picked up, plow the in- 
teryening rows, Of course, two horses 
should be used, walking, one on each side 
the rows. Some simple machine for this 
purpose is very much needed: 

Threshing.—The grain threshing should 
be done as early after the harvast as may 
be practicable, in order that advantage 
may be taken of the market, to sell when 
it is likely to bring the best price, Let 
special cure be taken to guard against the 
many dangerous accidents which frequent- 
ly occur intheshing. Let the platform for 
the driver be made perfectly secure, and 
see that the feeder runsin no danger ot 
haying his hands mangled by the teeth of 
the machine, The master’s eye should give 
this work the closest inspection, 

Animals.—Do not leave horses in the 
field by day to be tormented by flica and 
covered with bott’s eggs, but in cool stables, 
Cows, that come in this fall, siould be kept 
on good pasturage, but not allowed to go 
too fat. It isa good plan to let them have 
rock salt in the pasture; if not salt regu 
larly once a week, 

Drarming.—Should the season prove a 
dry one, no time is better than this todo 
good working at underdraining. The arti- 
cle, in How how to make the Farm pay, 
chapter first, is n guide, Use proper drain- 
ing tools, dig ny uarrow trenches a8 possi ~ 
ble, dress the bottom very evenly, lay tiles 
and not stone, cover the joints with leath- 
eracraps of tin, and pack dirt hard im- 
mediately above the drain,

Rey. Dr. Burns, of Chicago, was next 
called upon, and for a half hour held the 
audience spell-bound with one of the moat 
eloquent speeches delivered at the Con~ 
vention, It was a beautiful picture when 
he drew the veil aside and gave his audi 
ence a vision of the shining hosts in the 
better land, where “ around the throne of 
God, in Heaven, ten thousand children 
stand,” These were the fruits of the 
glorious enterprise which this Convention 
was engaged in promoting. He said these 
Conventions were a great uniter of coun 
tries, and a great uniter of denominations, 
and gaye some happy illustrations of the 
results of burying the hatchet of strife at 
the foot of the Cross, When they went 
down to the sea when the tide was low, a 
number of small pools were found, but 
when you go down when the tide is high 
the pools are all lostin the great ocean, — 
The Churches were like these pools, The 
Sabbath School was a great nursery of the 
Church, a great feeder of the Ministry, and 
a great developer of the Church, He re- 
ferred to the building of that great work, 
Suez Canal, and stated that the contractor 
had proposed to cut another canal, 75 
miles in length, by which tho centre of 
Africa could be flooded, and that vast 
country be made a perfect garden, and 
made habitable for millions, God was 
cutting outa Canal which would deluge 
the great moral desert, and make the wil- 
derness blossom like the rose, The Sab- 
bath School was putting lock in this 
Canal, and it was the duty of every 
worker to put in his spade and shovel, and 
help to build this lock, so that the great 
work of salvation may go on, It would 
be impossible to do justice to this speech 
without a verbatim report, and we shall 
not attempt to mangle it. He closed with 
anearnest appeal to every Christian man 
and woman to work while it was yet day, 
for the night cometh when no man can 
work, and resumed his seat amidst loud 
applause, 

The Skorerary then read a resolution, 
which was adopted at a meeting of the 
delegates who went West while waiting 
for the train, and wished” it émbodied in 
the proceedings of the Convention, 

‘The resolution was moved by Mr, Rey- 
nolds, of Illinois, the substance of which 
was that tho thanks of the meeting be 
given to the people of the towa of Belle- 


ville for the hospitable manner in which 
the delegates bad been received. 

The resolution was ordered to be eo- 
grossed on the Minutes of the Convention,

REPORT OF BIBLE CLASS SECTION. 


The Bible Class Section met in John St. 
Church at half-past two o'clock on Wedoes- 
day afternoon, under the Presidency of the 
Rey. F. H. Marling. The proceedings were 
opened with singing, prayer, and the reading 
of the Holy Scriptures; after which the 
business was taken up in the form of ques- 
tion and answer, in substance, as follows :— 


I, How many Bible Class Teachers are now 
present? Aus. 66, viz; 26 pastors, 10 ladies, 
20 gentlemen. 

Il. Is your Bible Class taught in connection 
with thé Sabbath School, or apart from it? 
Ans. 41, in connection with the Sabbath 
School., 26adurt from it, 

ILL. Is your Bible Class taught on the Sab- 
bath, or Ona week day? Ans, 43 on Sab- 
bath, 18 on week days, 

IV. Do you take the same lesson as tliat 
which is taken in the Sabbath School? Do 
you use a Catechism t Ans. 21 take the same 
Jeason as the Sabbath School 20 cake a 
different lesson, 11 teach a Catechism, 

V. What is the course of lessons in your 
Bible Class? Ans. The answers to this 

uestion were too various to admit of classl- 
feation, being as diveraé as the minds of the 
teachers themselves, A few had adopted the 
Edinborough scheme of lessons, a few the 
course of lessons furnished by the National 
Sabbath School Teacher.” ‘Iwo used “ Pin- 
nock’s Analysis,” and one, the Jessons pab- 
lished inthe Sunday School Adoocate ; but 
the bulk of the teachers select and prepare 
their own lessons. Tho subjects named iby 
the teachers, included“ Bible History,” “Lead. 
ing doctrines of Christianity,” “ Prophecies 
of the Old and New Testament,” “ The 
Miracles of our Lord,” " Life of the Saviour,” 
“Life of St. Paul,” and particular books, 
and parts of books, both inthe Old and New 
Testament ; the object being in every case, 
not merely to impart information, bat to 
lead the scholars to the Saviour.

Tt has often been alleged that Lawyers 
whon chosen legislators, are sure to frame 
Jawa in the administration of which will 
tend to their own benefit, pecantarily and 
otherwise, Such cortainly cannot be said 
ofthe Doctors who tried their hand at law 
making to regulate their own Protession, 
During the last session of the Ontario Par 
Hiumont they a®ked for An Act to amend 
* and consolidate the Acts relating to the 
“ Profession of Medicine and Surgery,’ 
and succeeded in getting one passed into 
| Jaw, in which the following extraordinary 
clause is to be found, to which we ask the 


careful attention of our medical friends 


“ Any person who shalt wilfully and falsely 
ore 

Ffcantiato in medicine or surgery, Master of 
surgery, bachelor of medicine, surgeon or 
general practitioner, shall practice medi- 
cine, surgery or midwifery for hire, gain, or 
hope of reward, or sball falsely take or use 
any name, title, addition or description, im~ 
plying, or calculated to lead people to infor 
that hoe is registered under this Act, or that 
he is recognized by Jaw asa physician, sur 
gvon or accoucheur, or a licentiate in medi 
surgery, or midwifery, or a practitioner 
adicine, shall, upon a summary conviction 
before any Justice of the Peace, for any such 
offence, pay a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, nor less than twenty flve dollars, 

By reading those portions which are 

itnlicived and omitting the rest, the 
clause will be more readily comprehended, 
Certainly the Doctors never intended to 
enact a law which debar them from prac- 
ticing their profession without fee or reward; 
yer such is the reading of the law. Will 
the lawyera follow the example of their 
professional brethren, and so amend the 
law as to make it punishable by tlhe and 
imprisonment to practice law “for hire 
gain, or hope of reward ?” 
Seriously, we haye no doubt the couris 
would construe the Act to mean" any 
unregistered person who shall practice,” &e. 
This the context shows is the meaning of 
the clause, but the omission of this one 
qualifying word makes the clause not only 
ridiculous but * hard upon the doctors,”

The meeting in Ontario Hall last Monday 
was largely wlteaded, Between three and 
four bundred persons were preseyt, among 


whom were some of our largest property 
holders and wealthiest men, 


Mayor, P, D, Conaun, Esq,, called 
wcting to order and briefly stated the

without a great deal of tulk and fuss and 
ayitation, and it might be as well to com~- 
mence the agitation now. his Was an age 
of Railways; it wasa year of Railways,und 
indeed it might be culled a month of Rail- 
ways, for daring this month the god of no 
less than three Railways has been turned. 
I{ prompt action were taken the Madoc 
Raitway would be the fourth, 

On motion, Taos, WILxs, Esq., was chosen 
Secretary, A number of gentlemen were 
invited to seats on the platform among 
whom were Henny Conny, Eaq., M. P. P., 
Jas. Brown, Esq,, M. P,, M, Bowen, Esq., 
M. P,, Trtos. Kuso, sq., Geo, Neitson, 
Esq., A. Dramonp, Esq., and W. W, Dean, 
Esq. 

Guo, Nemson, Baq., in order to bring 
the question fairly before the meeting sub- 
mitted the following resolution, seconded 
by A. Dramonp, Esq. 

“Thatitis of the most yital Importance to 
the prosperity ot Belleville, that every possible 
means of loter-communication with the rear 
Townships should be opened up that will tend 
tothe development of the products of these 
Townships, whether of ugriculture, the mlue, 
or the forest, and that the most effective means 
of developing (hese sources of wealth would be 
the construction of a cheap Railway to some 
central point ta those Townships.’” 

Henry Conny Esq, M. P. P,, said in the 
present state of affairs he did not seu what 
action this meeting could take. Let us 
first see what course Madoc is going to 
take, fo was in favor of a Railway but 
us the time bad elapsed for giving notice 
to the Legislature for a Charter, there was 
no use in hurrying it, It has been said 
that Kingston was desirous of taking stock 
in this contemplated road; he did not 
believe they were in earnest. Belleville is 
ao situated that shes the natural outlet 
for a Ruilway from the back country, and 
in his opinion there was no likelihood of 
the road being built to Kingston. It was 
also said that Cobourg was trying to obtain 
it, There were a great many obstacles to 
Cobourg being the outlet for the road, not 
the least of which was the expense and 
trouble of transhipment, We had nothing 


farmers 12¢ a bushel to bring his grain to 
Belleville, With a railway to Kingston,grain 
could be shipped for 2c, thus savin 
every bushel, Madoc is able and willing to 
give a bonus of $10,000, and he believed the 
people there were in earnest, and ho belleved 
the people of Kingston wore terribly in earn 
cat.

Guo, Newson, Esq. was surprised to hear 
men like Mr, Bogart and Mr. Cronk advocate 
standstill policy. ‘The idea of Railways 
not being an advantage to a community was 
absurd, He believed in a progressive policy, 
such as was pursued on the South side of the 
line, Woe would never progress if wo nat 
down with’our hands by our side. We 
should be a progressive community, and it 
would be perfect madness to sit down and 
allow Kingston to carry away tho trade 
which should come to Belleville, 
‘The motion was then put and carried with 
but two or three dissentients, 
Tho following deputation was then ap- 
pointed :—

still policy, if they will not take some steps 
by which to secure a coutinuance 
of the trade of the north, for his 


part he would advocate an outlet by some 
means, 80 that the farmers of the back coun 
try can getto market. Hw had no objection 
to act with the deputation, and he was de- 
cidedly in favor of taking some practical steps 
towards building a Railway to open up and 
develop the resources of the back country ; 
unless something js done and that at once, 
he belleved the trade of that country would 
be taken to Kingston.

ville, they would obtain it in Kingston, 
A. DiAmonp, Esq., had not fully made 


up his mind with regard to the manner of 
constructing this Railway, and he was not 


consequently committed to any particular 


scheme, But he was in favorof a Rail 
way, and he presumed every property- 
holder in the Town was disposed to favor 
the construction of some kind of a Railway 
to the back country. With regard to the 
proposed meeting he saw no difficulty in 
sending delegates, These delegates cannot 
tux us without our consent, and they could 
take uo action which would commit the 
Town to a large expenditure without a vote 
by the people. No doubt they would all 
be glad to have the road built if it did 
not cost anything, The question to con- 
sider was whgther the cost of the road

Thursday the 14th inst. did not prove at 
all propitious for the farmers and artizans 
of the Hast Riding of the County, Atan 
early hour rain began to fall, and continucd 
without intermission during the whole 
day ; notwithstanding this the Fair held at 
Roslin was by no means a failure; on the 
contrary, the attendance was very large, 
the number of entries exceeded that of 
tormer years, and the quality of the articles 
exhibited equal to, and in some respects 
superior to those shown at former Fuira, so 
that taken altogetherthe Society bad no 
cause to complain, 


In Blood Cattle, our Farmers, we regret, 
do not keep pace with the times, and 
thoughethore were some good cattle upon 
the ground; shown by those who took 
prizes, we are not prepared to proaounce 
them as full blooded as they should be to 
come under the class ot * Blood Cattle,” 
We believe, however, that a cross betweoon

Miikera should study the temper of the 
cows they milk, and find out whether the 
cow kicks on account of pain or wiltulness. 
If it is from bad temper, the strap applied 
to the foot isn very good way to subdue 
her, but avoid whipping and beating io

Railway Meeting 


The meeting called upon requisition by 
,the Warden of the County, to consider the 
question of a Railway from Madoc to some 
point on the front, was held in the Town 
Hall, Madoo, on Wednesday, 20th inst.— 
The Hall was crowded to suffocation, all 
taking a deep interestin the question, 

The following delegates from diferent 
sections of the country reported them-~ 
selves : 

Krnaston.— Wm, Robertson Mayor; 
and Measrs. Charles Gildersleeve, A, D. W.

A. F. Woop, Esq., Warden of the County 
of Hastings, called the meeting to order, 
and Chatlea Gream, Esq., was chosen 
Secretary. 

Tus Wanven then said he had been 
called upon to convene this meeting by 
« large number of ratepayers, and was glad 
to see so many present. They began to 
think of late there would never be a Railroad 
to the back Townships ; but looking west 
wards they found roads running in all di- 
rections from Toronto through sections of 
country not more wealthy than they were; 
and now that Wooden Railroads have 
come into use he thought they would not 
have to give up all hopes. The people 
had been aroused, and now call for a cheap 
line, and as such roads had been built in 
England which were paying 12 per cent 
interest, he considered the project quite 
feasible, and was glad to see so many 
prominent men present, which she wed they 
meant work. He could assure the dele~ 
ates from Belleville and Kingston that

the other, for they know how much outside 
help was worth, and being willing to help 
themselves they expected to get assistance 
from others, He then referred to the great 
saving it would be to the furmers to have the 
Railroad instead of having to cart their 
grain so greatn distance He contended 
that if they wished to keep their young 
men in the country they must develop the 
resources of the country. He then cited 
the case of one farmer ip the Township of 
Madoc whose taxes would be increased $5 
dollars per year for a bonua of $10,000 to 
the road, who now stated he paid $56 
to team his grain to Belleville. In con- 
clusion he added that be would like to 
have the scheme prove a success, and a 
Ruilroad built to some place on the front, at 
as early a day as possible, 

Moved by Hon, B. Fury, seconded by M. 
Bowe t, Eaq., M. P,, and 

Resolved,—T bat in the opinion of this meet- 
ing, it is easential to the prosperity of North 
Hastings and of the Townships on the leading 
lines of the colonization roads in Townships 
in the Central part of Ontario, that there 
should be incrensed facilities for exportation 
by means of acheap Railway. 

To making the motion he said he consid. 
ered the project of u Railway one of 
vital importance to the back Townships, 
and to every farmer, mechanic and mereli- 
ant, for if arailway were constructed it 
would place the farmers in as good a posi- 
tion as those now living on the front; and 
so it should, for they were the people from 
whom the wealth of the country was deriv- 
ed, and he would like to see them occupy 
the position that they should occupy, and 
the best way he could seo to benefit them, 
would be to give them u cheap way to 
export their grain, having always been 
crippled by the amount they had to pay to 
draw their grain to market. The farmers in 
the front sell their grain when it is highest, 
which those in the rear could not do,for by 
the time they get their grain to market the 
price has gone down and they lefe at the 
mercy of the grain buyers. For his part he 
was in favor of Belleville; butif the people 
of Belleville would not do their duty, he 
would cut them off and support « Railway 
to Kingston. (Great Applause), When the 
men in the front found the market was going 
up they drew in their 200 bushels per day; 
and when the farmersin the backTownships 
heard of the rise, he would draw but his 20 
bushels into town. (A voice—And then it 
would be down.) But should they in the 
rear get the road, then he could move to 
the rear and still be on the front, (Cheers). 
Looking at the GrandTrunk Railway where 
millions of money had been wasted, he would 
ask the audience if one of them would now 
be without it, even it they got their money 
back, (Several voices, No). Should the 
road be built either from Belleville or King- 
ston, he would be glad to see it extended 
to the Georgian Bay, He then cited Brock 
ville which, after finding its trade had been 
taken from them by the Ridewu Canal, were 
glad to give $400,000 towards a Railway 
to the rear, in order to resuscitate their lost 
trade. (Applause.) 

M. Bowe, Esq., M. P., inseconding the 
motion, stated that the question kad beed 
so ably handled by the last speaker, and 
the Warden in his opening speech, that he 
would not go into detail ; but agreed with 
his friend, Mr, Flint, that farmers did not 
occupy that position,sociully and otherwise 
they deserved to occupy us the proprivtors 
of the soil, He Gad found when travelling 
io Enuglaod that the tenwnt as woll as pro 
prietor, farmers ocoupied a tur higher po- 
sition svcially, than the owners of the svil 
do here, but the time was coming, when 
with the advantages of our school syatem, 
they would assume it, He would not at 

tempt to dictate to or advise them, when 
direct taxation was the question to be con- 
aidered, they abould be the best judges of 
their ability to pay, and the advantages to 
be derived from such taxation, but if they 
were prepared to tax themselves fur a road 
they should Lave his assistance to get it 
no matter where it reached the front, He 
beleved Belleville to be the point they 
should seek to reach, as the nearest market 
and consequently the cheapest route ; but 
did not hesitate to any, thar if they thought 
Belleville would not assist them in the 
undertuking, and Kingston did, he would 
assist thomin taking it to Kingaton,(cheers) 
as be was in favor of a railway to some 
pointon the front, and would do,all in 
his power officially and otherwise to asalst 
them in building aroad. (Applause) He 
was in conversation with Mr, Joly, mom 

ber for Lotbiniere, while In Ottawa, upon 
the subject of wooden railways, aod that 
gentleman expressed himself so much in 
favor of tiem, that he bad not only or 
ganized a company to contract a road from 


Quebec to Gostord, but had gone into the 
scheme with the aid of bis purse, Tn con 
clusion he would gay it the people

Mr. Foster, who had brought with bim
